When Dr. I. A. Parkcs, Superintendent of

tho Ohambors Street Hospital, entered on
his duties six years ago, thero wero only two
horses kept for the ambulance. But the
number of calls and transfers of patients
have increased every year, and tho hospital
stable now holds four.

Tho chiof afflictions of tho flesh to which
the ambulance horse is subject are getting
foundered, wind-blow- knee-sprun- and
having his hoofs become tender.

Last year there were 2.60ft ambulance calls
for the Ohambcra Street Hospital and l,i37
transfers, trips, namely, to Bellevno and the
other hospitals. The trip to Bellevue takes
an hour. In the month of July last summer
there were 820 calls and 177 transfers. This
averages more than ten calls a day.

The ambulances weigh from 1,850 to 1,MX)

" They bavo to be heavy," saidRounds. "because this part of the town
is full of vehicles, and If on ambulance runs
Into one It must bo strong enough not to be
easily broken."

Ono horse is usod for tho ambulance, al-

though iu tho heavy winter weathor two aro
put in. A rapid but not dangerous gait is
the "order of their going." As far as posiblo
tho labor is divided among the horses. Thoy
used to pay Dahlmann $2S0 for a horse. But
they were not fully satisfied with them and
they now buy'$300 horses. Ono is usually
kept for the transfer trips nnd one is also in
readiness in case of acoldent to the others.

The horses are not kept harnessed ln tho
stable on Duano Btreet, near Broadway tho
old hospital quarters. But thoy know tho
signal, and get up or fuss around to be har-
nessed. For a west-sid- e call the signal by
telephone to tho stables is 8. For an cast-sid-e

call it is 4, The umbulanoo comes to
the corner of Broadway and Ohambors street
for the east-sid- e calls, and tho doctor gets on
thero. For west-sid- e calls it is brought to
the hospital door.

One of the horses used to shrink Into the
corner of his stall when he heard the signal
and soy i "'Tisn't my turn." This Borne
animal used to shake his head loose from tho
bridle, ramble over to the saok of oats, nose
it opon and have a froo lunch. If ho beard
the stable-man- 's steps coming he skipped
back to his stall and looked sleepy. But if
he was tricky and used his own advantago ho
was also quick to work when ho found nini.
self at it. At the time Buddensiek's build-
ings fell, he got from Duano street to Sixty-fir- st

street In twenty-eigh- t minutes.

Statcn iBland for thoir vacation, and others
hired at $1.60 a day.

" Their board was $20 a month," sold Dr.
Parkes, "but they got along better and
quicker than tbev would have in an $8 a
month boarding.placo."

When tbe horses are at home they have a
stablo with an asphalt floor and stalls linod
with zinc, where everything Is kept neat and
comfortable.
